The  Dubuque  Theological  Seminary  was 
founded  in  1852  by  Adrian  Van  Vliet. 

The  Reverend  Mr.  Van  Vliet  took  two  young 
men  into  his  study  to  prepare  them  as  ministers 
for  the  German  emigrants  then  flooding  into 
the  rich  lands  of  the  Upper  Mississippi  Valley. 
Ry  his  venture,  Adrian  Van  Vliet  expressed  a 
testimony  to  his  faith  in  evangelical  Christianity. 

Carrying  out  the  aims  and  objectives  of  its 
founder,  the  seminary  impresses  upon  the  stu- 
dents that  the  spirit  of  the  school  comes  from 
the  God  who  is  worshipped  there,  the  people 


who  teach  and  learn,  and  the  Christian  ideas 
and  attitudes  that  guide  them  as  they  study  and 
worship  together.  “God  is  a Spirit,  and  they  that 
worship  Him  must  worship  Him  in  Spirit  and 
in  Truth.” 

A high  proportion  of  Dubinuie  seminary 
graduates  find  their  vocations  in  rural  churches. 
Dubuque  feels  that  churches  in  farm  and  rural 
country  need  young  ministers  for  strength  and 
spiritual  guidance.  It  is  not  enough  for  the 
ministers  to  regard  these  churches  as  a way  to 
something  bigger.  Each  church  has  an  import- 
ance in  itself  and  this  has  been  proven  by  Du- 
buque graduates.

Answering  the  One  Who  Calls 


In  just  fourteen  years,  the  student  body  of 
the  seminary  climbed  from  the  number  of 
twenty-five  to  an  inclusive  one  hundred  and 
thirteen.  A renewed  strength  has  been  gained 
through  this  increase  and  the  program  has  been 
enlarged  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  students.  The 
student  body  in  1955-56  came  from  23  different 
states  and  from  four  foreign  countries. 


The  Dubuque  student-pastor  program  has 
become  a vital  part  of  the  seminary.  From 
1945-1955  twenty-eight  dependent  churches, 
which  had  difficulty  in  supporting  a full  time 
minister,  have  become  self-supporting,  paying 
full  salaries  to  their  ministers.  Dubuque  student- 
pastors  have  remained  after  graduation  in  all 
of  these  churches.

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Dubiuiue  opened  its  1955  practice  ses- 
sion by  issuing  eciuipment  to  a sizeable 
squad  of  forty-five,  including  twenty-five 
veterans,  fourteen  of  whom  were  lettennen. 
Pre-season  injuries  plagued  the  Mercermen 
as  they  drilled  steadily  prior  to  the  opening 
game,  September  24th,  preparing  to  face  a 
tougher  conference. 

Dubuque  opened  by  routing  Upper  Iowa 
13-0.  Spurred  on  by  Norm  Rathje  and  Tom 
Merritt,  the  Spartans  scored  once  in  the  third 
(piarter  on  a run  by  Merritt  and  early  in  the 
fourth  (piarter  on  a combination  of  runs  by 
Armon  Johannsen,  Merritt,  and  Rathje,  Rath- 
je finally  scoring  on  a short  run.  Heavy  Up- 
per Iowa  line  plunges  were  stopped  by  the 
sharp  defensive  play  of  the  middle  of  the 
Dubuque  line. 

With  the  first  vietory  under  their  belts, 
the  Spartans  invaded  Parsons.

IOWA  WESLEYAN 

The  first  game  of  the  season  at  Chalmers 
Field  against  Iowa  Wesleyan  put  the  Spartans 
back  in  the  winning  column.  The  first  half  was 
scoreless,  but  in  the  second  half  real  action  be- 
gan. Iowa  Wesleyan  capitalized  on  a Dubuque 
fumble  and  took  the  ball  70  yards  for  a touch 
down,  but  a bad  pass  from  center  ruined  the  try 
for  an  extra  point.  Dubuque  retaliated  as  the 
fourth  quarter  opened  with  a 10  yard  Johannsen- 
to-Frank  Janko  pass  combination.  Rathje  spear- 
headed the  scoring  drive  with  a series  of  line 
smashes  setting  Wesleyan  back  on  its  heels,  but 
Wesleyan  scored  again  on  a 90-yard  run,  making 


the  score  12-6-  The  Spartan  passing  attack  con- 
tinued to  click  and  with  Larry  Morningstar, 
Rathje,  and  Janko  running  well,  Dubuque  gained 
momentum.

Spartans  Upset  Luther 


Dubuque,  headed  by  Tony  Schavone  in  his 
second  year  as  coach,  primed  for  the  ’55-’56  sea- 
son with  a strong  veteran  scoring  threat  in  Dale 
Schasker,  Duane  Feuerhelm,  and  Bill  Reid. 

The  season  opened  with  a road  trip,  the  first 
game  was  lost  to  Cornell,  97-79.  The  last-quarter 
play  and  foul  shots  hurt  the  Spartans. 

At  the  next  stop,  Dubuque  netted  its  first 
win  of  the  season  against  Wisconsin  Tech,  with 
Reid’s  27  points  pacing  the  Spartans.  In  the 
third  contest  of  the  five-game  tour,  Platteville 
State’s  high  shooting  percentage  was  too  much 
for  the  Spartans  in  spite  of  steady  shooting  by 
Dubuque.  Final  score,  97-72. 

At  Storm  Lake,  Dubuque  shelved  Buena 
Vista,  73-69,  in  its  conference  opener,  with  Reid 
leading  the  winners  with  20  points.  An  84-93 
loss  to  Wartburg,  in  spite  of  a 43  percent  shoot- 
ing average,  ended  the  road  trip  for  Schavone’s 
crew  and  was  the  first  conference  loss  of  the 
season. 

Dubiu|ue  entertained  Iowa  Wesleyan  in  its 
first  home  contest.  The  Blue  and  White  held  a 
34-31  halftime  margin,  but  the  lead  switched 


hands  in  the  last  30  seconds  and  Wesleyan 
emerged  as  victor,  69-68.  Reid  hit  13  straight 
baskets  without  a miss  and  collected  32  points 
for  the  Spartans. 

A second  home  game,  against  Wisconsin 
Tech,  showed  Dubuque  in  good  offensive  style, 
and  the  Spartans  won  easily,  88-52. 

Upper  Iowa’s  Peacocks  invaded  Dubuque 
with  plenty  of  dynamite.  With  15  seconds  to  go, 
Terry  Stevens  sank  a basket  for  Upper  Iowa, 
tying  the  game  at  79-79.  Dubuque  called  a time- 
out, but  exceeded  the  number  of  time-outs.  A 
technical  foul  was  called  on  Dubuque  and  the 
foul  shot  was  missed  by  Upper  Iowa.  The  Pea- 
cocks took  the  ball  out  and  Wayne  Sayer  pro- 
vided the  clincher.

Dewey  Feuerhelm  led  the  Spartans 
with  19  points. 

Dale  Schasker  swept  in  a fantastic  rebound 
with  just  four  seconds  left  as  Dubuque  tripped 
rugged  Platteville  State  Teachers,  57-55. 

U of  D whipped  Buena  Vista  74-64  with 
some  rugged  second-half  rebounding.  Feuerhelm 


got  most  of  the  Spartan  rebounds  as  well  as 
scoring  16  points  for  the  winners. 

On  the  road  again,  the  Spartans  were  upset 
66-57  by  Simpson.  The  following  night  Central 
got  revenge  for  an  earlier  defeat  by  beating  Du- 
buque 81-63.  Reid  swung  into  his  familiar  scor- 
ing pattern  with  29  points  for  Dubuque.  Milt 
Hood  sparked  ball-handling  and  chalked  up  10 
points  in  what  proved  to  be  an  aggressive  but 
losing  battle. 
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At  Fayette,  Upper  Iowa  proved  to  be  more 
than  the  Spartans  could  handle,  even  though 
Reid  topped  the  scoring  list  with  31.

In  the  final  home  game  against  Parsons,  Du- 
buque had  a good  shooting  percentage  from  the 
field.

The  Spartans’  final  road  game  was  against  a 
stout  Luther  team.  Dubuque  led  39-36  at  the 
half  but  a late  rally  by  Luther  avenged  an 
earlier  defeat  by  the  Spartans,  and  the  final 
score  was:  Luther,  TO-Dubiupie,  67. 


Bill  Reid  was  voted  Second  All-Conference 
team  member  for  the  ’55-’56  season;  he  led  Du- 
buque with  415  points  in  all  21  games  for  a 19.8 
season  scoring  average.
